THE TAX RECOVERY ACT 


The various Municipal Acts in 
force in the Province provide for 
forfeiture proceedings being tak- 
en against land on which taxes | 
are in arrears, By these proceed- 
ings the title to the land is forfeit- 
ed to the Municipality, subject to 
re demption within a year, and if 
the land is not redeemed then it 
may be sold by the Municipality. 
This method of tax enforcement 
has proved to be both expensive 
and tedious, as it requires the} 
making out of a ‘Tax Enforce: | 
ment Return; Abstracts of title) 
requird to b secured from the | 

Land Titles Office for all lands| 
on the said Tax Enforcement Re- 
turn; notices have to be sent by 
registered mail at leas y day 
prior to date of the Court at 
which the Tax Enforcement Re-| 
turn is to be confirmed to all par- | 
ties having any interest in the! 
land and notice of Court has to 
be advertised in the local news- | 
paper and in the Alberta Gazette. | 
After the Tax Enforcement Re-! 
turn has been confirmed addition- | 
al abstracts have to be obtained, | 
two more sets of notices have to 
be issued and advertisements 


again inserted in local newspa- 
pers and the Alberta Gazette, | 
giving date of final forfeiture. | 


If the land is finally sold, it is at} 
fourteen months from the date of 
commencement of proceedings 
before the Municipality realizes 
all its taxes, and if, as frequently | 
happens in urban Municipalities, 
the land cannot be sold at all, the 
Municipality does not receive its 
taxes and in addition is out a 
large amount in obtaining ab- 
stracts, printing and mailing spe- | 
cial notice, advertising date of 
Court, advertising date of final 
forfeiture and so on. 

Because these proceedings were 
so expensive, burdensome and 
unsatisfactory, the Hon. A. G. 
Mackay, Minister of Municipal! 
Affairs, at the last session of the 
Legislature, introduced legisla- ! 
tion under the name of the Tax}. 
Recovery Act, which will greatly 
simplify and reduce the expense} 
of tax enforcement proceedings | 
in future. 


Under the Tax Reeovery Act, 
lands, on wwhich taxes are in ar-/| 
rears on the first day of July of} 
the year following that in which 
they are levied, are liable to be 
sold for taxes and the treasurer, | 
assessor or collector, as the case | 
may be, of each City, Town, Vil- 
lage or Municipal District shall, | 
on or before the fourteenth day | 
of August in each year, submit to! 
the Mayor or Reeve of the Mu-| 
nicipality, a list of all lands that} 
are liable to be sold for taxes.! 
The Mayor or Reeve, on satisfy- | 
ing himself that the list is cor- 
rect, gives the proper official a 
warrant authorizing him to ad- 
vertise for sale al] the lands in- 
cluded-in such list. Such sale is 
required to be advertised once a 
week for two consecutive’ weeks 
in a newspaper or newspapers 
published in the Municipality, or 
if there is no newspaper publish- 
ed therein, in a newspaper cireu- 
lating in the Municipality.

By comparing the procedure 
under the Tax Recovery Act with 
the provisions in regard to Tax 
Enforcement that have hitherto 
been in force, it will be noted that 
under the Tax Recovery Act, it 


is only necessary for the Munici- 


pality to obtain abstracts of title 
and to send notice by registered 
mail, in connection with the 
lands which are sold and not re- 
deemed, whereas under the for- 
‘feiture proceedings that have 
been in force under our Munici- 
| pal Acts, it is necessary to obtain 
labstracts of title of all lands in 
which taxes are in arrears, to 
'send notice by registered mail to 
‘oll parties shown to be interest- 
jed, then during the year allowed 
|for redemption after the land has 
been forfeited, it is necessary for 
another set of abstracts to be se- 
cured and two more notices to be 
sent to each person shown to be 
interested in the land, and after 
jall this trouble. and expense the 
Municipality in many cases is 
j unable to collect any taxes what- 
ever. 

The Tax Recovery Act pro- 
vides for the immediate sale of 
land for taxes, without waiting | 
|for a year as required by the for- 
feiture proceedings. If the land 
can be sold at all, this brings in 
If it can- 
not be sold, very little expense} 
has been incurred. In addition! 
to making provision whereby 
Municipalities may obtain their 
taxes more quickly, the Tax Re-} 
covery Act provides a_ simple} 
method whereby action may be} 
taken at an expense that will not | 
be more than one-third of what it | 
was under the forfeiture proceed- | 
ings set forth in different Munici- | 
pal Acts, and if the land is worth | 
the taxes the Municipality gets! 
results quickly, while if the land 
will not sell, the Municipality has | 
not been put to any great ex-| 
pense, | 

The provisions of the Tax Re-| 
covery Act will come into force | 
in the year 1920, and on and after 
the year 1920 the Tax Enforce- 
ment Proceedings provided for in 
the Municipal Acts will cease to!

Copenhagen.—There was a remark- 
able spontancous outbreak of rejoic- 
ing when the news that Germany had

Early Marriages 


Curious Facts in British Registrar- 
General’s Report 

Some curious facts are revealed in 
the British Registrar-Geveral’s report 
of births, marriages and deaths in 
1917, says London Tit-Bits. 

Whereas most of the marriages 
used to take place in July, August and 
September, the favorite months now 
are October, November and Decem- 
ber. Widows re-married in great 
numbers, Although young war wid- 
ows affected the figures, it is clear 
that the war was not wholly respon- 
sible, for the total began to increase 
in 1912. Widowers, too, show an in- 
creasing tendency to take second 
wives. 

The youngest bachelor to marry 
was fifteen, and the youngest spin- 
ster fourteen, No wet than 29 
males married at the age of sixteen, 
and 389 at the age of seventeen, two 
of the latter marrying widows. Twen- 
ty-six spinsters married at the age of 
fiftee¢n, one of them to a widower; 187 
women were sixteen when they mar- 
ried, and of 1,200 marrying at seven- 
teen years, fifteen married widowers.
